Claim Certain Provisions 


Are Not Legal 


COLUMBUS, O., July 8.—Seek- 


ing to induce Governor George 
White to veto the cigaret tax bill, 
recently enacted by the Ohio legis- 
lature, large delegations of pro- 
testing Ohioans are expected to 
attend a hearing today at the gov- 
ernor's office. 


The protestants will register a 


number of vigorous objections 
against this measure which con- 
stjtutes part of the Buckeye 
state's new taxation program. 


QUESTION PROVISIONS 


They tjnfcstii^ til,^'validity of 


the provision ? Of the' 'bill whlcU 
authorizes tile collection of fines 
ranging^ from f25 to $100 for vio- 
lation of rules and regulations of 
the state tax commission and of 
sections of the bill itself. 


The measure also provides for 


fitting persons who fail to put 
stamps on dgarets. Protestants 
claim this amounts to the payment 
of a tax and is an Improper at- 
tempt to collect taxes by criminal 
law. 


CITE SECTIONS 


Pointing out that half a dozen 


penal sections, providing for fines 
and imprisonment, are embodied 
In the bill, protestants 
charged 


that "any tax that has to be sur- 
rounded by such drastic penalties 
and restrictions is clearly an 
pressive and undesirable 


Omission from the bill of a 


penalty of unstamped cigarets by 
consumers lets down the bars for 
bootlegging, according to pro- 
testants.

NEED INSPECTORS 


Another claim is that the pro- 


posed law would result In the, 
establishment of a new political 
machine. The bill authorizes ap- 
pointment of an inspector in each 
of the 88 counties, with a number 
of additional Inspectors in the 
larger counties, making a total of 
At least 150. 


Although legislators estimated 


that the tax would yield about *6,- 
000,000 up to Jan. 1, 1938, pro- 
testants contended that this reve- 
nue will not exceed f 1,500,000 a 
year.

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Appeals Court Gives Ruling 


In Fight On Mint Machines 


Following la an appeals court 


decision han'ded Uowu by Staik-co 
Judges In the case of G. W. Sny- 
der, doing business as the Super- 
ior confection Co. vs. the City of 
Alliance et al, which is called to 
the attention of The Herald in 
'The Ohio Law Bulletin and Re- 
,potter1 by Common Pleas Judge 
Joseph W. Adkms. 


The title of the opinion is 'Mint 


"Vending Machine Offering Chance 
of Gain Held to Be a Gambling 
"~ :vice.' 


The opinion 
was written by 


Judge Sherick with Judges Lemett 
and Montgomery concurring. 


"A mint vending machine which, 


upon deposit of a coin, releases a 
package of mints of a. standard 
quality regularly sold for that 
price, but which also may release a 
number of tokens claimed to have 
no cash or trade value and to be 
used only for further operation of 
the machine, is a gambling device 
notwithstanding the patron can not 
lose, since it offers a lure to get 
something for nothing, appeals to 
the gambling propensity and en- 
courages patrons to engage in

games of chance which the legisla- 
ture has sought to suppress. 


"Such a machine is an evil chat- 


tel and there in not property right 
m it which a court of equity will 
protect. State vs Krouse, 114 O. 
S., 343 distinguished. 


"While a court of equity will 


grant relief where police officers 
act without authority or abase 
their authority, as a general pio- 
position such a court will not intei- 
iere with officers in the exercise of 
their proper duties, even through 
performed in an offensive and un- 
lawful manner, as such interference 
might result in a prevention of a 
determination of the question of 
guilt or innocense in the proper 
forum." 


"The plaintiff appeals this ac- 


tion to this court and seeks here in 
an injunction restraining the city 
and its officers from seizing tak- 
ing possession of, confiscation or 
molesting any of the appellant's 
mint vending machines, belonging 
to him or operated by his lessees, 
when such are operated for the 
purpose and in the manner that will 
hereafter be developed by a recita- 
tion of that portion of the agreed 
and stipulated fact which seem to 
us pertinent to solution of the 
question presented. 


'The appellant manufactures a 


certain slot or mint vending ma- 
chine, known as a "Superior Auto- 
matic Salesban." He also manu- 
factures candy mints for this ma- 
chine and which are automatically 
sold by it. The plaintiff has leas- 
ed a considerable number of these 
machines to merchants of the City 
of Alliance for use in their respec- 
tive places of business for the ad- 
vertisement and sale of appellant's 
mint confections. These machines 
were kept filled with mints, and 
each had thereon an 
automatic 


coin device for return of the pat- 
ron's nickel if the machine at any 
tune was empty of mints. 
It is 


also agreed that the mints were 
of standard quality and value. 


"It is stipulated that the mer- 


chants contracted with the plain- 
tiff that they would not redeem 
any tokens or checks obtained 
from these vending machines by 
customers for their cash or mer- 
chandise; and that if a lessee vio- 
lated this agreement the appellant 
might terminate the contract of 
lease and repossess the machine. 


"The manner and method of 


operating these machines is as fol- 
lows: By the deposit by the pa- 
tron of a five-cent-piece in a slot 
therein, and by then 
pulling 
a 


lever and turning a knob, there 
was released into a tray, one, and 
only one, five-cent-package of candy 
mints. This operation also caused 
certain cylinders to spin, and com- 
ing to rest .there was displayed 
therein certain base ball symbols 
such as "Base on Balls," 'Home 
Run" and so fourth; that a base 
ball diamond was displayed there- 
on, upon which a customer could 
play a game of base ball in ac- 
cordance with the registrations 
shown on the machine. That when 
this device was so operated, it 
might at certain intervals drop 
into a tray metal tokens or checks, 
from two to twenty in number, 
which were used solely to operate 
the 
advertising or amusement 


cylinders on the machine, that is to 
play a game of ball. In the play 
of this game, by the use of tokens, 
no mints or confections or other 
things of value was released by 
the machine, but it did at inter- 
vals release additional metal tokens 
of the same kind for the sole pur- 
pose of inducing the customer to 
continue to operate the amusement 
feature. These tokens had stamp- 
ed thereon, "No cash or trade val- 
ue" and "To be used for base ball 
amusement only." 


"It appears that the City noti- 


fied the appellant and the local 
lessee merchants to cease openly 
exhibiting and operating these ma- ] 
chines. And that the city threaten- 
ed, to and did confiscate the ma- 
chines as a gambling 
device. 


These orders of the city's police de- \ 
partment are still in effect. 


"It la stipulated further that the 


police officers of the city entered 
the merchants' store without a 
search warrant and seized these 
machines. The certain merchants 
were arrested and discharged; and 
that the appellant had prosecuted 
numerous replevin suits, and that 
after he had gained possession of 
the machines and replaced them in 
the stores of the merchants the 
city again seized them in the same 
manner, and new replevin actions 
were instituted therefore by the 
appellant. It is not stipulated that 
the city now has in its possession 
any of the appellant's machines. 


"The proponent of this suit bases 


his right to the relief claimed upon 
the argument that his mint vend- 
ing machine is not a gambling de- 
vice per se, and this being true, 
there exists therein a property 
right of which he cannot be de- 
prived without due process of law, 
and that therefore, upon the agreed 
facts, that this, a court of equity, 
should afford injunctive relief. 


"There can be no question but 


that in proper case a court of chan- 
cery may grant relief where police 
officers act without authority, or 


j abuse an authority sought to be ex- 


j ercised; but as a general proposi- 


i tion it may be stated that police 


J officers will not he enjoined in the 
exercise of their proper duties, 
even though they perform such 
in an offensive and unlawful man- 
ner, for the reason, as pointed out 
by this court's predecessors, in 
the case of Snyder V. Swope, 23 
O.L.R. 361, 366, "A person accused 
of crime and threatened with ar-J 
rest could appeal to a court of 
equity, and by pleading in his pet- 
ition that his property rights were 
about to be interfered with, ob- 
tain a restraining order, and thus 
prevent his arrest and trial. This 
would result in great and irrepar- 
able mischief, and thereby with- 
draw the question of his innocense 
or guilt from trial in the forum 
designated by our constitution and 
laws." 


"The real question in this case, 


"<? we see it. is whether or not 
the mint vending machine herein. 


in a framMIng device 


prohibited by UM sUtuee of Uus 
•Ute; and I* UM ingenuity of U 
construction and operation of this 
device but a subterfuge to evade 
and circumvent our law and the 
sound public which engendered its 
enactment, to the end that the vice 
of gambling, Inherent in all of us, 
might be suppressed? 


"It is provided In a number of 


the states that gambling statutes 
are to be construed liberally so as 
to prevent the mischief intended to 
be provided against; and, although 
we have no such statutory rule 
prescribing construction, we believe 
it to be the present policy and 
rule, of which the liberality of the 
new crimes act Is indicative, that 
such statues should receive a li- 
beral construction in order that the 
salutary result sought to be at- 
tained by the legislature's enact- 
ment of Sections 13056 and 13066 
G. C. might have expression and 
keep abreast of man's inventive 
ability to create new gaming de- 
vices and thereby without the 
strict letter of the law, yet ac- 
complish by circuitous means that 
which was intended to be restrain- 
ed. And it appeals to us, especial- 
ly when called upon as a court of 
equity, to give such expression to 
a statute aimed at the evil of gam- 
bling, as would effectuate the en- 
actment. 


'It must not be lost sight of that 


tftig is not an attempt to prosecute 
the appellant for the violation of 
a gambling statute, but is an ap- 
plication directed to the consci- 
ence of a court of equity. We are 
not asked to determine if Snyder 
is guilty or innocent of any crim- 
inal offense, but we are requested 
to determine if this mint vending 
machine, threatened with seizure, 
is a gambling device or evil thing 
kept and exhibited for gain. 


"The appellant, to maintain his 


theorem, mainlyrefiesuponthe au- 
thority of Statelvs Krause, 114 O. 
S. 343. This was a criminal case, 
certified to the Supreme Court as 
beiner in conflicf with Snyder vs. 
Swope, supra, which: was a'suit in 
equity, praying for like relief as 
is herein asked. We recognize the 
plaintiff in the Swope case as the 
appellant in the instant 
action. 


Referring further to the Krause 
case, the court therein remarked: 
"We think the records before the 
two courts of appeals were so es- 
sentially different, and the prm-

"It is clear that this case was 


decided upon the well recognized 
rule that the state is bound to 
prove each and every essential ele- 
ment of the crime charged, and a 
failure to prove any one of such 
essential elements must result in 
an acquittal of the one accused. 
Therein the court said further: 


"The record is completely silent 


as to any gain to the player as 
a result of his operation of the 
machine consecutively or other- 
wise. No profit or gain, present or 
future, by the hazard or element 
of chance of the machine, is shown 
to have accured to the player." 
And, it was further remarked, "if 
some gain or profit, or the right 
therto, had been shown, a different 
question might have been present- 
ed, but the evidence stopped short 
of showing that the machine was 
operated as a means of securing 
one thing for nothing." This last 
remark leads us to the conclusion 
that this case, in view of the fact 
of the suit, is in fact opposed to 
the appellant's contention.

draw th e question of h is innocense 
or guilt from trial in th e forum 
designated by our constitution and 
law s.” 
“Th e real question in th is case, 
we see it. is w h eth er or not 
th e m int v ending m ach ine h erein sentially different, and th e p rin- 


equity , p ray ing for like relief as 
is h erein asked. We recognize th e 
p laintiff in th e Swop e case as th e 
ap p ellant in th e instant 
action. 
Referring furth er to th e Krause 
case, th e court th erein remarked: 
“We th ink th e records before th e 
two courts of ap p eals were so es- 


cip les of law ap p licable th ereto of 
such dissimilar ch aracter, th at tne 
resp ectiv e conclusions reach ed do 
no consTt i.e a conflict cf op inion. 
Th is case is a criminal one and re­ 
quires th e ap p lication of th e well 
known 
p rincip les 
ap p licable to 
criminal cases.” 
“It is clear th a t th is case was 
decided up on th e well recognized 
rule th at th e state is bound to 
p rov e each and ev ery essential ele­ 
m ent of tbe crime ch arged, and a 
failure to p rov e any one of such 
essential elements m ust result in 
an acquittal of th e one accused. 
Th erein th e court said furth er: 
“Th e record is comp letely silent 
as to any gain to th e p lay er as 
a result of h is op eration of th e 
m ach ine 
consecutiv ely 
or oth er- j 
wise. No p rofit or gain, p resent or j 
future, by th e h azard or element j 
of ch ance of th e mach ine, U sh own 
to h av e accured to th e p lay er.” 
And, it was furth er remarked, “if 
some gain or p rofit, or th e righ t 
th erto, h ad been sh own, a different 
question m igh t h av e been p resent­ 
ed, but th e ev idence stop p ed sh ort 
of sh owing th at th e mach ine was 
op erated as a means of securing 
one th ing for noth ing.” 
Th is last 
rem ark leads us to th e conclusion 
th at th is case, in v iew' of th e fact 
of th e suit, is in fact op p osed to 
th e ap p ellant’s contention. 
“Ex am ining now' th e manner and 
meth od of op erating th is mach ine, 
th e ap p ellant concedes th at one 
may dep osit h is nickle and receiv e 
a p ackage of mints, and at th e 
same time h e may receiv e from 
two to tw enty tokens with wh ich 
h e m ay continue to p lay th e ad­ 
v ertising or amusement feature 
th ereof; but, w’h en h e runs out of 
ch ecks or tokens h e m ust dep osit 
anoth er nickel and th ereby receiv e 
a second p ackage of mints, and 
p erh ap s more tokens, or ch ecks 
w ith w'h ich to furth er 
p lay 
th e 
am usem ent dev ice, so one nickel 
m ay follow anoth er in 
quest 
of 
more ch ecks. 
“It is th is feature th at brings us 
to th e op inion th at th e dev ice is 
more th an a mere v ending mach ine 
Its p urp ose is to increase th e sale 
of m ints by ap p ealing to th e gam ­ 
bling instinct, and th is increase 
in sales and oth er accuring p rofit 
by way of adv ertisement is a gain 
to th e owner or lessee of th e m a­ 
ch ine, as contemp lated and p ro- 


v ided against by th e statutes and 
p olicy of th is state. 
“Th e fact th at th e dev ice indi­ 
cates th e number of tokens t h a t ; 
will be receiv ed by th e p lay er up on 
th e nex t p lay does not elim inate 
th e objectionable attach m ent. Th e 
lure and ch ance of gain th at in­ 
duces a p lay er to continue to op er­ 
ate th e mach ine still ex ists, al­ 
th ough with out 
th ere 
being 
an 
ultim ate loss to th e owner or les­ 
see. 
See auth orities cited in Th ird 
Edition of “Words and Ph rases,” 
Vol. 3, Page 855. 
“We believ e th at it is not es­ 
sential to gambling th at one sh ould 
h av e a ch ance to lose, but th at th e 
p lay er h as a ch ance and lure to get 
som eth ing for noth ing. Now, does 
a p atron of th is mach ine receiv e 
som eth ing of v alue by continuous 
p lay of th e 
amusement 
dev ice? 
Th is w'e answ er in th e affirm ativ e:

Th e ap p ellant lay s much 
stress on th e fact th at p lay of h is 
dev ice by th e use of h is tokens or

p lay , am usem ent is not furnish ed 
all p atrons in th e same quantity at 
th e same cost; and th erein lies th e 
v icious element of one’s obtaining 
some th ing for noth ing, 
“We are furth er unable to lay 
aside th e fact th at a v ending m a­ 
ch ine can be and is a simp le de­ 
v ice th at th e lure and ch ance in 
th e ap p ellant’s mach ine is th ere to 
ap p eal to th e gam bling p rop ensity 
in us; its amusement features are

'STRIKE' EXISTS 


COLUMBUS, O.. — The "strike" 


In castein Ohio coal fields has ( 
been misnamed, in the opinion of, 
Col. Robert W. Haubrlch, Army! 
officer who recently returned from i 
a tour of inspection which he made i 
for Governor George White. 
j 


Colonel Haubrich denies that 


any real "strike" exists in the St. 
Clairsville and Steubenville sect- 
ion He sayS the real trouble ia' 
caused only by efforts of Commun- 
ists to wreck industry 


"A strike results when you have 


an employer definitely rejecting 
employes' demand. No such sit- 
uation exists in the strike territory 
No real demands have been really 
ed down, few have been really 
made, and in fact few of the men 
know what the fight is all about," 
he said. 


"How can. there be a strike 


when there are no demands and no 
rejections?" 


Colonel Haubrich blames Com- 


munists almost entirely for the 
disturbances. "Finding the entire 
section in bad financial condition, 
suffering from the depression, they 
chose the mining region as an ideal 
place for their task of putting in- 
dustry in a bad light. The mining 
country was already in severe cir- 
cumstances and not a better place 
could have been chosen." he said. 


Colonel Haubrich gaid that mine 


operations indicated to him that 
they were generality willing to 
make peace with the workers. The 
employers arc 
willinp to allow 


miners to have check-weighmcn, 
and, 
in fact, many arc at work, he 


said. 


Haubrich declared he believed 


that few miners cared whether 
they were granted check-weigh- 
men or not. 


Haubrich appeared to be con- 


vinced that the Red menace is not 
a far-away thing, but is right at 
home. He said he once laughed at 
persons who feared 
Communism 


and believed there was no cause for 
real worrry. 


"A visit into eastern Ohio has 


given me a different viewpoint," 
he asserted. He said sure that the 
danger in some cases is acute. 


Although confident that the dan- 


ger will pass, Colonel Haubrich 


—'^irfod that the territory will, 


suffer before the end is reached. '
